At a meeting held in the Legion 
hall, with representatives from the 
various organizations in town pres¬ 
ent, C. R. Robson, President of the 
Legion, and local representative 
of the Department of Veterans 
Affairs, outlined the work that.was 
being done for the veteran through¬ 
out Canada. ✓ 

Mr. Robson felt that greater in¬ 
terest should be shown in this dis¬ 
trict and that citizens’ committees 
should be appointed to aid in find¬ 
ing suitable opportunities for as 
many ex-service men and women as 
possible. 

The general feeling voiced was 
that by appointing citizens’ com¬ 
mittees more intimate knowledge of 
local conditions would help avoid 
unnecessary delays, at the same 
time assist greatly in all investi¬ 
gations and thus giving more secur¬ 
ity to the veteran. It was felt that 
there are still a large number of 
problems to be solved, and that all 
citizens should get behind this 
movement by collecting data on 
employment, training-on-the-job, 
farming, university and agricul¬ 
tural college courses, the acute 
housing shortage, keeping the 
veteran advised as to changes in 
the Rehabilitation Act, and seeing 
that the ex-service men and women 
were given first charce in every 
case.

“1'here is much agitation for 
greater allowances, in fact, sub¬ 
stantial pay, for pupil nurses. Most 
student nurses now receive a mod¬ 
est allowance, but some would 
have it much more liberal. Un¬ 
doubtedly such action would be a 
iactor in stimulat ng enrolment 
and would be highly acceptable to 
the sludents and their parents. Ad¬ 
vocates of this course, however, 
seem to fail to realize that nurses- 
in-tiaining are students studying 
for their profession. No cue 
thinks of paying women taking 
arts courses preparatory to teach¬ 
ing, or women taking a medical 
course, or training as dental nur¬ 
ses. Student nurses are fortunate 
that they are not required to pa> 
tuition fees, as is the case in 
some schools for nursing in the 
States 

“Jt has already been suggested 
by Miss Nettie Fidler and others 
that there might well be three lev¬ 
els of training: a four-year course 
-for those going on to specialized 
work, a two year course for those 
not planning to take up special 
clinical.—administrative o- Topch- 
ing work and a one-year course 
for “practical” nurses or aides.* 
The C.N.A. has been giving some' 
thought to these possible develop¬ 
ments, particularly with respect 
to the preparation of subsidiary 
workers. 

“*A course for practical nurses 
is now in operation in Manitoba.” 


NAMED IN PLOT 


Canadian Hospital Authorities 

Alarmed at Shortage Which is 
Now Resulting in Restricted 
Service 

In a recent article in “Canadian 
Hospital” a very gloomy view is 
taken of declining nursing servi¬ 
ces, considering that better pay, 
shorter hours' now prevail, and 
there are many outstanding advan¬ 
tages in taking up this profession. 
It would be expected to appeal to 
many healthy young girls now grad 
uating from high school, but the 
supply now visible and in prospect 
does not equal the demand. 

The magazine article says: 

‘The shortage of nurses in hos¬ 
pitals now is more acute than dur¬ 
ing the war period. The discharge 
of nursing asters has been of no 
appreciable help to civilian hospi¬ 
tals. The evbrincreasing demand 
for public health and industrial 
nurses will absorb the entire out¬ 
put with allowance for other, fac¬ 
tors. When thousands of needed 
beds for hospitals and • anitoria are 
made available, t v e situation win 
be further intensified. 

‘Today, in manv cities and 


whole floors in general hosmtai* 
have been closed down—for lack of 
nursing personnel. Small hospitals, 
have had to close entirely. Hospital 
boards are being told {hat it is no 
use.going on with their much need¬ 
ed extens'ona. for nurses will not 
likely be available to staff them.

Warble Fly 
Steals Profits 

(J. L. Eaglesham in Farm and 
Ranch Review) 

Beef on the hoof is worth 11c or 
12c a pound today. We know that 
steers harassed by heel flies come 
off summer pasture 50 to 100 lbs. 
lighter than steers summered on 
fly-free range. Even 50 lbs. at 11 
cents come-3 to $5.60 per head per 
year, llow many head do you pas¬ 
ture 

Put the steers into the winter 
feedlot. If it costs you $25 in 
feed, labor, shelter, etc., to put a 
top market finish on the thrifty 
steers, the grub-ridden ones will 
cost you 10% more or $27.50. 
There’s another $2.50 per head. 
How many do you winter? 

Dairymen admit a falling off in 
milk flow of from 10 to 15 per cent 
from about June 15 to Aug. 15, ow¬ 
ing to gadding and loss of feeding 
time while cows stand in sloughs 
or other shelter to avoid the heel 
fly. Again from January to March 
a similar drop occurs in grub-in- 
fested milking cows due to dis¬ 
comfort, irritation, and conse¬ 
quently lack of thrift. The average 
Alberta milk cow produces 4,-590 
lbs. of 3.6% milk, or 165 lbs. of 
butterfat per year. Of this 35 lbs. 
come in fly time and a similar 
amount in grub time. At present 
prices for butterfat a 10% reduc¬ 
tion during these periods creates a 
leak of $4 per cow. Multiply This 
by the number of cows you milk. 
. What about the hides they take 
off your cattle when slaughtered ? 
The hide is supposed to be worth 
about one-seventh of the total val¬ 
ue of the animal. But the hides are 
usually forgotten and small won¬ 
der, for after all 61% of all Al¬ 
berta hides look as though they 
had been shot at and not missed. 
. Who do you think stands this 
loss? Who do you suppose stands 
tlie loss due to “trimming” to con-

Record Traffic 
For C.P.R. in ’45 

D. C. Coleman, president of the 
C.P.R. reports an all-time record 
volume of transportation for the 
C.P.R. in 1945. 

He said that although “the flood 
of freight traffic derived from wsw 
production and from the export of 
war material suddenly ceased at 
the victorious ending of the con¬ 
flicts in Europe and Asia, the re¬ 
lief and rehabilitation needs of 
devastated Europe and the repat¬ 
riation of thousands of Canada’s 
fighting men provided new sources 
of traffic.” 

Mr. Coleman reported ffifif net 
earnings from railway operations 
were substantially less owing to in¬ 
creased c*\sls. This was partially 
offset, he stated, by an improve¬ 
ment in “other” income, such as 
communications and hotels, and in 
reduction of fixed charge. 

The volume of traffic handled 
exceeded that carried by all Cana¬ 
dian sailways in any of the immed¬ 
iate pre-war years. Working ex¬ 
penses totalled $280,055,024 ami 
were the largest in the history oi 
the company.

Correspondent Sees klany Errors 
in Man’s Planning; Would Leave 
Sowing and Harvest to God 

T. A. Eisenboise, now of La- 
Veme, California, and formerly of 
Arrowwood sends an article to 
the Times, in which he thinks that 
man has proved very faulty in his 



judgment of world crop needs. He 
believes that God is a better judge 
of production, and man’s attempt 
at dictation and regulation has 
made a mess of things. 

“I read in a report coming to 
me from Canada the following; 
‘Right now the world’s food situa¬ 
tion is at its most critical stage. 
It will be served months before 
any harvests are available, re¬ 
serves are melting fast, and short¬ 
ages loom.’ 

The facts are that the United 
States and Canada for quite sever¬ 
al years past have been blessed 
with very good crops. People who 
are not famaliar with conditions 
in Canada, and in the United 
States do not realize the true con¬ 
dition of things as they are now. 
In normal times wheat in Winni¬ 
peg is worth from six to eight 
cents more than in Chicago. The 
difference is in the value of the 
hard wheat. Since the war was on 
Canada was blessed with such 
crops that it was hard to know 
what to do with it. All the eleva-

ton were full to capacity, and all 
of them built enormous bins ad¬ 
joining house the surplus. Far¬ 
mers therefor for several years 
could not deliver their wheat at 
pleasure. They were prescribed by 
law as to when and how they could 
deliver for several years" when 
wheat was worth $1.50 per bushel 
in Chicago. On account of this 
enormous amount of wheat in Can¬ 
ada the farmers were getting sev¬ 
enty cents per bushel at the ter¬ 
minal for No. 1 wheat. For sev¬ 
eral years at that rite they receiv¬ 
ed little over fifty cents for No. I 
and less for lower grades. This 
was hard on the farmer. The ques¬ 
tion which I ask you to answer in 
the face of condition today, what 
would have beer the condition in 
the world if these enormous sup¬ 
plies had not been piled up? 

“Talk about a ‘normal supply ’ 
regulated by man’s dictation. Silly 
isn’t it? In 1929 the Wheat Pool in- 
Alberta started out as was its cus¬ 
tom to give an Initial price at de- 
livery, and several payments 


thereafter as time and circumstan¬ 
ces suggested. I am. comparing 
man with God. That year the ini¬ 
tial was one dollar. This price was 
rrnved at by the combined 
thought and judgment of the offic¬ 
ials of the Pool, bank managers 
and government officials. 

“When the crash came that 
year, instead of the Pool being 
able to make inrerm payments as 
usual, if it had not been for the 
fact that the Alberta Government 
came to the rescue of the Pool 
the tune of five million dollars, it 
would have been broken wide open 
on the hard ‘rock of man’s judg¬ 
ment.’ Might I add this money is 
being paid back and the Pool is 
sound. 

“Isn’t it a fine illustration be¬ 
tween the diiferenci of God’s, and 
man's knowledge? To make the 
situation a little more graphic, 
‘Total wheat supplies In all posi¬ 
tions at the close of business 
March 14 were 11.8 million bush¬ 
els as compared with 355.0 million 
bushels on the flame date a year 
ago. This is in Canada.’ 


“You say ‘we have known these 
things before.’ Have we acted like 
it ? Nevertheless it reminds us that 
if it wasn’t for God we would be in 
a much worse fix than we find our¬ 
selves in. That might be funny- 
talk too for if it wasn’t for God 
we wouldn’t be at all, much less 
talking about iiormal supplies’ and 
a ‘normal granary.’ Oh, yes, we 
could ‘kill’ them off and ‘plow 
them under.’ But before the elec¬ 
tricity is cut from the iron cage, 
and the plow is taken from the 
field we awake to the fact that we 
had made a mess of it. Doesn’t it 
teach us a lesson on man’s boasted 
knowledge and wisdom ? What 
Would have happened if we had 
been blessed with just normal or 
less crops during these war years ? 
Isn’t it so, like the writer of Prov¬ 
erbs says concerning the rich man 
‘The rich man’s wealth is his 
strong city, and as a high wall in 
his own conceit.’ Let us be more 
consistent brethren, giving God 
more honor and taking less credit 
to our own understanding.”
